1 . IN PRESENTING SECRETARY'S MESSAGE TO FOREIGN MINISTER 
MALIK, YOU SHOULD STATE THAT THE SECRETARY MAY ATTEND THE 
CONFERENCE DURING THE WEEK OF AUGUST 9, AND AT OTHER TIMES 
THROUGHOUT THE SESSION WILL GIVE THE WORK OF THE CONFERENCE 
HIS PERSONAL ATTENTION. IN CONSONANCE WITH HIS MESSAGE, 

THE SECRETARY WILL MAKE EVERY ATTEMPT TO DISCUSS OUTSTAND- 
ING ISSUES WITH MINISTERS PRESENT IN NEW YORK WHOSE 
COUNTRIES HAVE PLAYED A SIGNIFICANT ROLE IN THE NEGOTIA- 
TIONS. WHETHER HE WILL BE ABLE TO MEET WITH MOCHTAR DURING 
HIS FIRST VISIT HAS NOT YET BEEN DECIDED BUT WE WILL INFORM 
YOU AS SOON AS A DECISION HAS BEEN MADE ON THE SECRETARY'S 
SCHEDULE. 

2. WITH REGARD TO ARCHIPELAGO THEORY YOU MAY USE APPROACH 
OUTLINED PARA 4 REFTEL IN YOUR CONVERSATION WITH MALIK, 

WITH CAVEAT THAT YOU SHOULD IN NO WAY IMPLY THE U.S. CAN 
SUPPORT INDONESIA ON ITS ARCHIPELAGIC POSITION AS CURRENTLY 
FORMULATED. IT HOWEVER DOES REMAIN THE HOPE OF THE U.S. 

DELEGATION THAT REMAINING TECHNICAL POINTS CAN BE RESOLVED 
TO THE MUTUAL SATISFACTION OF BOTH INDONESIA AND THE 
UNITED STATES. 

3. DURING YOUR CALL ON MALIK, UNLESS YOU PERCEIVE 
OBJECTION YOU SHOULD ALSO ENQUIRE AS TO STATUS OF 
INDONESIAN EFFORTS TO ESTABLISH COMMON ATTITUDE ON KOREA 
WITH THE OTHER ASEAN STATES WHICH WOULD BE PRESENT AT 
COLOMBO. WE BELIEVE THESE STATES COULD PLAY SIGNIFICANT 
ROLE IN PROVIDING NUCLEUS FOR RALLYING OTHER MODERATES 
WHICH MIGHT WISH TO AVOID CONFRONTATIONAL NAM POSITION ON 
KOREAN QUESTION. OTHER STATES HAVE TOLD US THEY SHARE 
VIEW SIMILAR TO THAT OF INDONESIA AND, ACCORDINGLY, THEY 
MIGHT BE INTERESTED IN EXPLORING NON-CONTENTIOUS APPROACH
